Preparing to Celebrate the 100th Tew 


of the Baltimore Diocese. 


[Special Correspondence.} 


BALTIMORE, March 5.—Centennlalty is all 


the go in North America. Many old towns 
are about to celebrate, or have celebrated, 
their 100th year, and the United States, which 
began In 1876, expects to eclipse them in 
April, 1889, with the centennial of Washing- 
ton's inauguration. So, too, the Catholics ot 
the United States will nest year commemo- 
rate the lOOtu anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the first episcopal see, which was on 
the 6th day of November, 1789. 


It is a very curious fact that the Hist 


Catholic bishop, for the United Statsa was 
practically selected by Benjamin Franklin, 
who was—well, cer- 
tainly, not an. orthodox 
believer.

Carroll, ol Baltimore, 
was an early and stead-. 


BALTIMORE CAi'HKDBAJ.—BISHOP CARROLL, 
fast friend of American independence, and 
congress sent him, in company with Chase 
and Franklin, to Canada to solicit the co- 
operation of that province. 
Franklin fell 


sick on the way and Carroll nursed him; BO 
the priest and the philosopher became very 
warm friends, and as soon as. Franklin 
learned that the new republic was to be sep- 
arated by the Catholic authorities from un- 
der the jurisdiction of Hie vicar apostolic of 
London, he urged the claims of his friend to 
the first mitro seat to the United States. On 
the 1st of July, 1784, Franklin, in London, 
wrote: "The pope's nuncio called arid ac- 
quainted me that tho pope had, oh my recom- 
mendation, -appointed Mr.' John Carroll 
superior of the Catholic clergy in America." 


This event -will be celebrated next year 


with imposing ceremonies. 
Eight million 


American Catholics will be represented, and 
every diocese will have present many priests 
and laymen. Every feature of the celebra- 
tion will be thoroughly American and typi- 
cal of the progress of the country.

street where she would be likely to escape the 
snubbing of the hierarchy, whose conven- 
tionalities circumstance* bad forced her to 
obey. 


The most unpretentious apartment was se- 


cured, the pew in the fashionable church 
surrendered and the children withdrawn 
from school. The wife retired from the 
social world and it was given out that the 
family had gone abroad. The old home was 
thrown upon the market and brought a fair 
sum, which enabled the husband to goto 
Europe and conciliate his i creditors there, 
and finding that he was disposed to deal 
with them honestly they gave him assistance. 
In little more than a year, he was again .on 
his feet.

As it was, however, I have bad an 
opportunity to personally supervise the edu- 
cation of my children, obtain an insight into 
domestic concerns which I never could hove 
learned in any other school, and by a little 
sacrifice, call it deception if you please, 
helped to recover the financial status which 
Is so valuable to us all. Yes,/I have been the 
gainer by the operation,' and if one may- 
judge by the empressement with which I 
have been welcomed back; society is none the 
wiser, but what a shell it is!" "

He Refused to Accept Beaaon 


able Compensation for Assist- 


ing General Grant, 


And Must Now Go Into Court and 


Prove His Claim of Doubt- 


ful Tenure. 


The Dying General Refused to be En- 


tangled With Dishonorable Secrets 


—Colonel Fred's Answer. 


any 
city of Chicago if it required him 
to manage engines which hauled cars to 
or from the railway of the complainant, it 
manifested a liberality rarely exhibited 
ia the history of its relations with its 
neighbors, by insisting ihat they, its com- 
petitors, receive from it for transportation 
truffle, much of which was destined to 
points which could be reached with reason- 
able directness by longer hauls over its 
own line, some of which was destined for 
points on its own system, and some for 
delivery to other railways which at the 
time were refusing to remove cars which 
cume from complainant's railway; that 
the traffic which has been interchanged 
between the complainant's 
and de- 


fendant's lines before the commencement 
of the recent disturbances has been quite 
small in amount; that the officers of the 
defendant, as well as the officers of the 
principal lines operatingwestwardly from 
Chicago, having reason to believe that any 
attempt to exchange traffic with the com- 
plainant, in the then existing condition of 
feeling, would result in their being unable 
to operate their railway or to procure the 
services of any engineer or fireman by 
whom their engines could be moved; and 
believing further that the offers made by 
the complainant were made for the pur- 
pose 
of bringing about such 'result, 


resolved to decline to exchange traffic 
with it until it should become prac- 
ticable to do so; that they did so 
decline until satisfied that such exchange 
of traffic would not result in stopping the 
operation of their railway; that late on 
Thursday, the 22d day of the current 
month, the defendant completed arrange- 
ments'which enabled it to resume its for- 
mer relations with the complainant; that 
on Friday, the day following, early in the 
day, it issued an order directing that such 
relations be resumed on Saturday morn- 
ing; that the issuance of such order wag 
made known to the managing officer of one 
of the railways which (ionstitute the com- 
plainant's system before the filing of the 
complainant's bill; and before this de- 
fendant wus notified that at two o'clock in 
tho afternoon of the day following, an ap- 
plication would be made to the court for 
im order commanding it to do that which 
it had directed should be done before such 
application could be heard. 


And this defendant further answering, 


says that it admits that it is its duty as a 
common carrier, to receive and transport, 
when able, for nil, without discrimina- 
tion, and alleges that it is now arid ever 
has been willing to perform snch duty.but 
it denies that it is under any obligation, 
legal or moral, to attempt that which it 
knows is impossible, especially when such 
attempt could benefit no one and would 
result in great injury to a considerable 
portion of the population of several States 
and to its own stockholders; and especi- 
ally does it deny that it is its duty to make 
such an attempt with knowledge of the 
results which would follow when it is de- 
manded by a competitor for the purpose 
oE paralysing its railway, demoralizing 
the business of several States and forcing 
it and others into a combination pro- 
hibited by the laws of the United 
States. 


NEW YOBK, March 25.—Another chapter 


of the Grant-Badeau controversy over the 
book of the late General Grant, is added 
by Colonel Fred Grant in a letter sent to 
the press last night. It is on answer to 
the statement of General Badeau of a 
claim for compensation for his aid in pre- 
paring General Grant's memoirs, pub- 
lished in the San of the 21st instant. 
Colonel Grant says it is his purpose to an- 
swer as far as practicable such parts of 
General Badeau's statement as may ap- 
pear to call for a reply. He states that 
the editor of the Sun once wrote in col- 
laboration with another life of General 
Grant which contained 
praise 
that 


amounted to adulation of the General, 
and at a time when a person suspected of 
susceptibility of flattery might have sup- 
posed that well-timed sycophancy would 
yield a reward in high office; that tlie edi- 
tor of the $un, however, received no of- 
fice ;that for years past there has been noth- 
ing too malignant to publish concerning 
the family; that he has spared neither the 
children nor the widow, and that bin jour- 
nal seems to be the only one that cordial- 
ly and thoroughly approves of General 
Badeau's course. Colonel Grant denies

Bademi's own military history, 
nel denies that Senator Contling withdrew 
from the case because of the stand taken 
by the Grant family, and adds that he was 
never in the case. He was merely con- 
sulted with as a friend, and he advised the 
payment of Badeau as the easiest way to 
dispose of the matter; "but the latter in- 
sisting on bringing the case into court, he 
advised the employment of Mr. Seward of 
counsel, he (Mr. Conkling) because of his 
close friendship with the family, not wish- 
ing to appear. 


General Badeau was never made an offer 


of any sum not contingent upon his dis- 
claimer of joint authorship of the Grant 
memoirs. Mrs. General Grant was willing 
to pay him any sum he asked provided 
her act in so doing would not he construed 
as admitting Badeau's claim to joint 
authorship. Colonel Grant declares that 
he himself never favored this, nor does he 
now, 
as he wishes to settle once for all in 


a court of law the authorship of the book. 
The Colonel denies that, ho proposed to 
Badeau to finish his father's memoirs and 
let him (the Colonel) sign them, and is 
doubtful if there is one line of the book in 
Badeau's own language. He reviews at 
length the relations between Ganeral 
Badeau and his father, and claims that his 
father and the rest of the family invari- 
ably befriended him, while the latter 
showed little or no gratitude. He says it is 
very painful to the family to have this 
matter forced upon the public attention, 
and it will be a trying ordeal for his 
mother and the members of the family to 
drag the memory of the dead husband and 
father into court, but they have decided 
to leave nothing undone to refute the 
claims of General Badeau to the author- 
ship of the book. He declares that this 
statement, the final one on his part until 
the matter is brought into court, has been 
prepared witti much care, and avows that 
he alone is responsible for its contents. 
The Colonel furnishes the correspondence 
between his father and Badeau with re- 
gard to the latter's connection with the 
book. In a letter to General Badeau 
General Grant says: "I do not want a 
look bearing my name to go before the 
world which I did not write to such an 
extent as to be fully entitled to the credit 
if the authorship. I do not want a secret 
jetween me and some one eBe which 
would destroy my honor it divulged." 


Again he says: "It would be a degra- 


dation for me to accept honors and profit 
rom the work of another man, while de- 
laring to the public that it was the prod- 
uct of my own brain and hand". 


The Colonel declares that since his fath- 
ir's death people who have had any deal- 
ngs with the family huve invariably en- 
deavored to extort money largely in ex- 
cess of au equivalent for the service ren- 
dered, and in some cases payments have 
>een made where no legal claim could be 
made, rather than bring the matter be- 
ore the public; but he has decided to call 
a halt in the matter. 


He declares that it is the false and pre- 
x>sterous statement of General Badeau 
;hat any part of his work on the memoirs 
s secret or essential to their form or char- 
acter, that makes it impossible to pay him 
for any thing except what he proves him- 
self to have earned. The Colonel here 
jives the correspondence between Mrs. 
3>rant and General Badeau's attorneys. 
One from the latter threatens to bring 
suit and disclose certain secrets in con- 
nectiob with the production of the me- 
moirs, unless ten thousand dollars out of 
the one hundred thousand dollars said to 
have been already realized from the sale 
of the book, be paid to General Ba- 
deau. In reply to this, Mrs. Grant said 
she wished it to be distinctly understood 
that any assertion that her late husband 
desired to have any thing in connection 
with the preparation of his book concealed 
was unworthy of belief, and that nothing 
would be paid to General Badeau that 
could be construed as "hush money".

! IjONnoN, March 26.—It is expected thai 
the Budget, which will be introduced in 
the House of Commons by Mr. Goschen to- 
dav, will present many original features 
and some .hitherto unconceived plans for 
remodeling the fiscal system. It is strongly 
suspected that heavy taxes will be imposed 
upon personality, and the question arises 
In the mind of those the most interested in 
this species of taxation, "Has Mr. Goschen 
solved the problem of taxing personality 
without subjecting the tax-payer to odious 
inquisition?" If the authorities charged 
with the assessment of personal taxes 
were to be stripped of inquisitorial power, 
it would doubtless matter little to the per- 
sons assessedhow high the rate of taxation 
might be placed, but in the absence of 
any information on this point there is a 
general feeling of apprehension that the 
government will provide means to ascer- 
tain the exact liability of every person 
affected by the proposed change. 


MR. BALFOUn'B SPEECH 


At Staley Bridge Saturday evening has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. In de- 
daring his belief that America is the most 
conservative Nation in tlie world, the 
Irish secretary explained that the term 
conservative was applied to the affection 
of the American people for their institu- 
tions. This remark and its explanation 
have caused considerable distrust of the 
government's sincerity in introducing 
the Local Government bill and othei 
reform measures, and a great deal 
of speculation among amateur politicians 
as to what the ministerialists really 
intend to do. The adherence of the Amer- 
icans to the institutions handed down bj 
their forefathers, Mr. Balfour said, is s 
remarkable example of national pride 
and national strength, and in respect oi 
this, the truest form of convervatism, 
America stands first in rank in the civi- 
lized world. 
England, owing to the 


strength of her institutions, is only slight- 
ly behind the Republic. The general 
opinion is that if Mr. Balfour's speech 
means anything at all^it indicates the in- 
tention of the government to make as few 
and as slight changes as possible in the 
existing institutions of the kingdom, no 
matter what It may promise to do.

The Damage to Telephone 


Telegraph Wires-The Thaw. 


Saturday night Decatur people were 


given a pointed reminder-of the destruc- 
tive icy visitor of February, M83, by a 
second edition ot rai» and sleet which 
but tor the fortunate rising temperature 
ot Sunday morning would have done 
damage aggregating thousands of dollars. 


There was a stiff breeze and rain fell 


steadily all through Saturday night, 
coming from the east, freezing as it tell 
giving the east sides of buildings a coat- 
ing of ice a quarter of an inch thick. 
Trees were enveloped in ice and many 
weak branches were broken off, while 
small trees generally were bowed down 
with the weight. Telegraph and tele- 
phone wires were broken and twisted by 
the weight of the sleet. Sunday morn- 
ing Manager Hatch, of the Telephone 
Exchange, found that he had 90 wir6s out 
of shape, with no connection to outside 
points. He got his lineman at -work and 
lost no time in making repairs. Nearly 
all of the wires will be in working order 
by to-night. The REPBBMOAN wire was 
torn from its fastening, but was rigged 
up temporarily this morning. Only one 
of the 10 telegraph wires in the Western 
Union office was in working order Sun- 
day night. That was the St. Iiouis wire- 
Generally the wires were down outside 
of Deoatur, or crossed, so that they were 
useless. Linemen were at work Sunday 
and to-day repairing the breaks and mak- 
ing connections. The service will be in 
proper shape at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The WnbiiBh had but two wir^s 
in shape Sunday morning—one to Buf- 
falo, 111., and one to Cisco, 111. 
The 


trainmen fiom the north say that the 
eleet was heavier in the northern part of 
the state, as indicated by the broken tel- 
egraph poles, broken cross-arms apd 
fallen trees. 


The thaw set in before Sunday noon 


and by night neaily allot the sleet had 
disappeared from the buildings, walks 
and trees.

Inside History'of the Pension 


Fraud Case. 


County Clerk Hardy who with. J. 8. 


Hewee is at Utica, N. Y., a witness in the 
pension fraud case against Dr. R N. 
Mills, formerly of Decatur, favor* the 
REPUBLICAN with a copy ot the Utica 
Herald of March 23, which contains this 
interesting statement in connection With 
.the prosecution: 


Tberecameup for nlal in the United States 


district court, before Judge A. C. Coxe, yester- 
day, a case which has been In the courts (or a 
number of years and attracted considerable at- 
tention. A brief outline ol the case is as follows 
Francis Patterson, ot Elmira, was a soldier in 
the 164th New York regiment, but deserted at 
Grove Creek soon after Ills enlistment. On his 
way to bis home he caught cold in one of his 
eyes, which caused him considerable trouble. 
After remaining at home for a short time, he 
once more offered his services to the govern- 
ment, and they were accepted. It was soon dis- 
covered that he was suffering very much from 
his eyes, and he was sent to tlie Duklrk hospital 
and from there to the hospital at Elmira, where 
his disease was pronounced Incurable. An at- 
tempt was made to obtain a pension [or him, 
one of the leaders in the movement being Dr. It. 
N. Mills. The claim was undecided for five 
years, in spite ol the fact that three affidavits in 
his favor by Wilkes J. Miller, who now says they 
were false. Upon an affidavit of an old resdent 
of the soldiers'home at Bath, Captain Edward 
Forter, the pension was granted, and Mills drew 
813,200 on the claim. Miller, one of tlie signers 
of the affidavit, then wanted the $100 and tlie 
"best suit of clothes in Elmira," promised him 
for his share in the woik. Mills flatly refused to 
keep his promise and wanted to know what 
Miller was going to do about it. Miller com- 
menced in a very systematic way to "square 
himself" with Ills opponent, and tbe result was 
that he told everything he knew to City Editor 
James U. Cnllahaii, of the Elmira Tiding*, who 
published a long account of it in his paper, and 
gave the United States detectives a cine which 
lesulted In Mills being arrested in ViiginU. 


Wilkes J. Miller was sworn ami related tlie 


details ot his connection with the case. Dr. 
Mills created quite a sensation by fainting m 
court, yesteiday afternoon, the sinking spell 
being induced by weakness. Tlie case was on 
trial when court adjourned.

I remained in ttie office later than

Tho hymn was finished, and the 


reader siit down 
There was no peal 


ol the oigun, no sound of the violin, 
but all the rongiegation sang the 
words to the glorious notes of "Coro- 
nation " I have no appreciation of 
music, and am not affected by it; and 
it may bo that at this time my feelings 
wove not moved by the melody of the 
singers 
There seemed to come, min- 


gling with theirs, the notes ormnsic 
sang long years before by singers 
whose voices wuio then attuned to sing 
for "holier eai.s than ours." 
They 


were not, in tiuth, the voices of the 
young men and women about me that 
I seemed to heal, but those of Deacon 
Titus and Elder Prescott snd others, 
both men and women, whose songs 
and piaises I heuul so often in the 
days of my boyhood. I was not in the 
poital of a chinch in a noisy Western 
city, but standing among the worship- 
ers in an old New England meeting- 
house. 


And so I left the place where I 


seemed to bo an intruder, rejoicing in 
nvy heart that though men die, their 
songs live on, and the singers them- 
selves enjoy a sort of spiritual exist- 
ence. But it was not alone the mem- 
ory of the dead singets that the hymn 
brought back to me, but the recollec- 
tion of a sccmi in which the tune of 
"Coionation" pl.nod n most important 
pniu It was not tlic tiUmement that I 


some two miles long and about a mile 
wide. 
That lake—or pond, as we 


called it—furnished most of the pleas- 
ure for the people in the village. 
There we swam, fished 'and boated in 
the summer, .ind, when the cold of 
winter had made solid the surface of 
its pure water, there we skated till the 
fall of tho unwelcome snow. On the 
east side there was a "accession of 
green fields and oichards, while most 
of the westoin sliore was lined by a 
primeval foient of pine trees. Only 
one clearing had been made among 
those old coue-beanng trees, and that 
was a recent one and embraced but a 
few acres.

What were we to do on that day be- 


sides go to church and eat the feast 
that had been so long in preparation? 
Such was the question asked by my 
strong, earnest, older friend, who had 
come down from Boston to spend 
Thanksgiving. 
"Skate, of course," I 


ansvered. "But why not try the ice 
to-night?" he asked. I could see no 
reason, nnd so we went down to the 
shore of the pond, fastened on our 
skates, and flew, as it were, ovei the 
glassy surface to the cove, where the 
piles of resinous boughs stood. Once 
there, we conceived the idea of skating 
back to the village, collecting the 
young.men and women, boys and girls, 
taking"suitable provisions for a picnic, 
placing them all in sleighs and on 
sleds, drawing them over to this place, 
Mid eating a supper on the rocks, 
amid the glare of the burning tree- 
tops. 


We were not long in oanymg out 


oiu plans, for almost eveiy house had 
its sleigh and skaters, and the persons 
who were destitute of either were 
taken care of by their neighbors. In 
an hour tho little lake was in posses- 
sion of the merriest skating party it had 
ever known. And then the supper, the 
bonfires, the songs and the merry- 
making. Even now I shudder to think 
of snch boisterous spoil with impend- 
ing death so very near. 
The sport 


was over at length, the apples and 
mince pies eaten, the cider drank, 
the songs sung, the stories told, and 
the once great flames among the resin- 
ous pine needles were now smoldenng 
among the larger limbs or lingering in 
the stumps and roots 
It was clearly 


time to go, and the company was ar- 
ranging itself in little groups as it had 
tione when it came over. 


"Tie all the sleighs and sleds to- 


gether," my strong fnend shouted, as 
he stood upon a rock among the 
lingering flames. The order fiom the 
leader was soon obeyed. 
The little 


vehicles were arranged from ten to 
twenty feet apart, according to the 
length of the lopes or leading lines 
that we had, and three or four skaters 
were stationed between them

We had not proceeded far 
before I perceived that the ice was 
bending in fiont of us, and I could 
clearly hear it crack, amid the noise of 
the skaters. I spoke not a word, 
but looked intently into my com- 
panion's face, I only thought that so 
long as we kept in motion as we were 
then doing, we might pass the terrible

His eye caught mine, and by 
that sort of intnlHVfc knowledge we are 
endowed with in tfmes of greatdanger.

tion, heard the cracking of the Ice, saw 
it, felt it rising in front of us. 


What did the strong man doP Flee 


tike* coward from the dangers he had 
brought ns to, and escape to the land? 
Did the alarm seize him that hail over- 
powered me? Far otherwise. Baislng 
his voice so it could be heard over the 
Sin of the skaters and the merry voices 
of those in the sleighs, he shouted: 
"Sing Coronation; all sing, so we can 
time oui strokes," and without lower- 
ing his voice he sang:

I can never forget the horror of that 


moment—a moment that seemed an 
age. I was faint myself, but I shud- 
dered lest some skater should fall or 
learn the situation. I could not speak 
for fear, but I most feared that other

The order came so unexpectedly that 


few joined in singing this verse, but 
when it came to the next stanza almost 
all the voices were heard, I felt a sort 
af relief when tbe soprano, alto, tenor 
and bass voices all struck the words: 


"Crown Hun, ye martyrs of our God, 


Who front Hi» altars call." 


But I feared the rime when the bass 


would be left to carry a line alone. 
There were but three or four bass 
voices in the entiie company, but my 
friend was numbeied among them. I 
noticed that he husbanded his breath 
for this, as a strong man saves his 
strength for some gieat effort Never- 
theless, I could hear alternating with 
the words: 


"Extol the stem ot Jesse s rod" 


the 
crack — crack — crack—crack— 


crack of the brittle shell that was ba- 
tween us eternity. It was a wondrous 
relief when four parts instead of one, 
and a hundred voices instead of four 
took on the words, which sounded like 
an anthem of praise: 


• Extol the stem of Jesse's rod, 
And crown Him Lord of all." 


We were now approaching the mid- 


dle of the lake, where the water was 
the deepest; so deep, indeed, that no 
line in the village could reach the bot- 
tom, and where th« ice must be the 
thinnest because it was the last to 
freeze there.

On this terrestrial ball, 


To Him all majesty ascribe, 


And crown Him Lord of all."

On 
reaching the shore there was the same 
boisterous noise that marked our start- 
ing, each one untying his sled or sleigh 
and joining the little party with which 
he came.

dent in my life, was written substan- 
tially as it is here nearly twenty years 
ago, and published in a weekly paper 
issued in this city.

•all the attention of the public to a few 
facts in regard to the cigars that are con- 
sumed in this city: Four ont of every 
five cigars that are consumed here are 
manufactured either m the Tenement 
houses of New York or the 'cheap dis- 
tncta of Pennsylvania. W§ ask the 
"smoking" public when they wieh to buy 
a cigar to ask for a Decatnr- made cigar, 
and see that the Blue label is attached 
to the box. If all cigars that are con- 
mimed hate were manufactured here, the 
pay roll ot the cigar-makers would 
amount to between twelve hundred and 
fifteen bandied dollars a week, whereas 
it is lew than three hundred dollars. The 
New York Sun, under the caption of: 
"The Cigars at Death," published the 
following: "The tenement house inspec- 
tors, now making their rounds, have 
fonnd nothing'-in any quarter of New 
York more dangerous to public health, 
family virtue, and common decency, than 
the huge tenement house cigar factories 
Which have frequently, during the past 
three jeta, been forced upon the notice 
of the Board of .Health; but, which, f<= 
•one IMMHU, through some means, are
